NIPPON WILL 
FINANCE CANAL 
FOR SIAMESE 


Isthmus of Kra May be! 
Severed to Provide Na- | 
val Base 


LONDON, March 22.—Claiming 
to expose the “Japanese menace 
to the Singapore naval base,” the 
Daily Express, in a featured art- 
icle today, says Japan will fi- 
nance the construction of a canal 
in Siam. 

The article states; “Six hundred 
miles north of Singapore and just 
south of Victoria Point, the south- 
ernmost spot in Burma, is a narrow 
piece of land known as Isthmus of 
Kra. It is between 50 and 60 
miles in breadth and is Siamese 
territory, and Japan is preparing 


to finance the digging of a canal 
across the Isthmus. 


“The canal, of course, will be 
nominally Siamese,” continues 
the Express, “but in reality it 


will be a Japanese naval base. 
It is, in fact, Japan's reply to the 
British naval base at Singapore. 
“Singapore is the ‘most secret 
spot in the world today. Several 
Japanese barbers sought shops in 
Singapore, but were discouraged. 
A number of Japanese disguised as 
peddlers were rounded up.”

FATHER FIRST TEACHER 
When she was thirteen and al-

Life was rather difficult 
when her mother remarried, for 
her stepfather, avaricious and dis- 
agreeable, began immediately to 
exploit her. But no matter what 
happened she always took refuge 
in her work and let whoever would 
profit by her labor.

ALBERTA’S MANUFACTURERS 

The annual meeting of the Alberta branch 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, held 
in the city this week, had a somewhat more 
hopeful tone than has prevailed in the annual 
meetings of the last three or four years, 

It is true, the change of feeling was rather 
induced than spontaneous. Reports that a bet- 
terment in conditions is appearing in the eastern 
provinces creates a measure of expectancy 
among manufacturers, as among the public gen- 
erally, that a turn toward improvement may 
occur in this part of the Dominion at a not too 
remote date, 

Locally the one sign of improvement thus 
far has been the upward trend of prices for 
some classes of farm products. This has not 
been sufficient to restore the debt-paying and 
buying power of the farmer to any considerable 
degree, nor to put in circulation the money 
needed to return our unemployed thousands to 
wage work. But the fact that there is this 
modified break in the dead level of profitless 
prices which have prevailed for some years 
suggests that the worst of the depression has 
been passed. 

Alberta manufacturers have been hard hit 
by the destruction of the buying power of their 
customers. That so many of them have kept 
going is a matter for congratulation to them and 
to the public. Given a continued improvement 
In prices of primary products, and a revival 
of construction that will put money in the 
empty pockets of wage and salary workers, in- 
dustry here will respond quickly to the re- 
Vitalizing influence of better times, and indus- 
trial development resume the expansion that 
was stayed when unchecked deflation Swept the 
foundations from under the whole business 
structure of the country.

WHY NOT THE CITIES ALSO? 

Whatever objection may be taken to details 
of the transaction, the Dominion Government is 
not open to censure for having in a time of 
emergency backed the note of the C.P.R. and 
thus made it possible for that company to secure 
money with which to carry on. 

In the end the country will be nothing out, 
and the railway system was saved from a Situa- 
tion which might have resulted in still more 
railwaymen being thrown out of employment 
or another slash being made in the wage scales, 
The country has suffered more than enough of 
that suicidal “econcmy” in the last four years,

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The proper ground of complaint is that, 
having done that for a private company, the 
Government has refused to do as much for 
cities, whose credit was equally frozen and 
which were equally unable to provide employ- 
ment for their residents. 

Two years ago the city council of Edmonton 
asked the Dominion for a loan of $1,000,000 at 
low interest rates, with which to carry on con- 
struction work and maintain taxpayers in a 
position of self-dependence. That loan was not 
granted. 

In the interval the Dominion, the province 
and the city have been paying out $30,000 a 
month each in direct relief. In the two years 
the Dominion itself has paid out in the neigh- 
borhood of $700,000 for relief in Edmonton; 
while the three contributing authorities have 
paid out more than twice as much as the loan 
that was asked for and refused. And that money 
has gone, never to return, with nothing to show 
for it. 

Had the Dominion taken the same attitude 
toward the cities and provinces that it took to- 
ward the C.P.R., making it possible for them to 
obtain money at reasonable rates of interest for 
construction work, the millions thus saved 
in “direct relief” grants would pay the interest 
and a substantial part of the principal, and the 
public improvements created would stand as 
permanent assets to off-set the loans.

Canada is getting more Americanized every 
day. Last week the police of Ontario interfered 
with the wedding ceremony of a 74-year old age 
pensioner and a 16-year-old child. The parents 
of the child had given their consent. It’s the 
sort of thing one expects to hear from Georgia 
or other states in the bible 
belt. Where the = ancient 
Romeo fell foul of the law 
was in swearing on his appli- 
cation for a marriage license 
that the bride was 18. 

The clergyman apparently 
knew the parties and had the 
child’s baptismal record in 
his church. The ceremony 
was stopped when a police 
officer called up and advised 

J. S. Cowper the clergyman to look up his 
baptismal records before going further. 

One can’t draw an indictment against a pro- 
fession any more than against a nation, but 
while some clergymen appear to go to extreme 
pains in scrutinizing applicants for wedlock— 
even to the extent of refusing to marry them 
if the state has divorced one of the parties— 
others seem to make no scrutiny whatsoever. 

This isn’t intended as a reflection on the 
Regina clergyman who recently performed a 
marriage ceremony over two men. If the 
groom after travelling with the “bride” over the 
country on a hobo trip for a year wasn’t able 
to protect himself against the fraud, why expect 
the parson to show prescience? There was an 
astounding case in Toronto some years ago 
where a clergyman married the young daughter 
of a member of his congregation to a Chinese 
laundryman. His excuse was that the parties 
had appeared before him with a license and 
expressed their willingness to wed. He didn't 
feel he had any responsibility except to perform 
the ceremony and collect his fee. 

Under the love impulse we're all more or 
less crazy. There should be one sane person at 
least at every wedding and the officiating 
clergyman isin the best position for judgment. 
If clergymen can on theological grounds refuse 
to marry applicants, they might well exercise 
judgment (as no doubt many do) where there 
is obvious disparity in age, miscegnation, or 
where the parties are liquored up. 

Saskatchewan requires a health certificate 
before a marriage license is issued and Alberta 
is considering a similar law. The public is 
party to every marriage and divorce, as one of 
the Privy Council judges pointed out in grant- 
ing leave a few days ago to bring an Alberta 
marriage and divorce case before them, That 
Ontario cop who halted the nuptials of the 
septuagenarian pensioner and the 16-year-old 
schoolgirl performed a public service. 


It's difficult these days to turn in any direc- 
tion and not encounter a sex problem. Holly- 
wood exploits sex, even turning that excellent 
story title “The Prizefighter and the Lady” into 
“The Conquering Sex” when putting the story 
onto the screen, 

An advance copy of April “Esquire,” the new 
magazine for men, carnies a devastating study in 
miscegnation, “A Good Job Gone,” by Langs- 
ton Hughes, the young negro poet. It’s the study 
of a rich playboy who falls for the fascination 
of a Harlem wench. Jt starts in a Riverside 
apartment and ends in a madhouse. To some 
readers it will be a painful thrill, to others a 
warning, and to many a study in realism and 
human emotion. 

Before printing it, “Esquire” took the opin- 
ions of a number of its readers and advertisers. 
Some advertisers threatened to take their copy 
out if it was printed. The readers were for it 
and they won. Personally, I don't see why 
grown people should be afraid to look at life. 

Then an open book of medical essays draws 
attention to itself. The author dissects the 
causes that made Henry VIII “the merry mon- 
arch” and Louis XV “the, well-beloved.” 

It’s a reversal of popular opinion to know 
that both bawdy monarchs were exemplary 
husbands (considering the age and their sta- 
tions) during the early and middle periods of 
their lives. Henry lived with Catharine for 
twenty-four years—happily and hopefully for 
the first eighteen, and less hopefully for the re- 
maining six years after she had passed her 
period of child-bearing. Had it not been for the 
political necessity to produce a Tudor heir, and 
the urgings of his counsellors, Henry might have 
gone down in history as the model husband 
among bygone British kings. 

The Bourbon king too had an irreproachable 
middle life. To all the approaches of the cour- 
tiers bringing accommodating courtesans to the 
royal notice, Louis would answer: “I think the 
queen is more beautiful.” Having ten children 
in twelve years isn’t an aid to any woman's 
beauty, but according to the historians it took 
the pleadings of Louis’ prime minister, Car- 
dinal Fleury, to induce him to accept Madame 
de Mailly as a mistress. After that Louis in- 
stalled each of the four sisters of Madame de 
Mailly in turn as his mistress (one leaving a 
convent to come to court) before Madame de 
Pompadour and Madame du Barry came to his 
notice. No wonder he remarked “Apres moi le 
deluge.” 

Once I mapped out a short story I never fin- 
ished in which the ironic contrast was achieved 
by having a statesman at the moment of his 
greatest use come to his death by being bitten 
by a fly. And here I find a learned medical 
author explaining Henry VIII's later (and 
better known) life on the theory that a spiro- 
chaete gained entrance to the royal blood- 
stream early in the king's life. The explanation 
of “Bloddy” Jeffreys and the terrible Assize at 
which he is said to have sent 363 accused to the 
gallows, is said to be in the stone in the bladder 
from which he suffered nervewrack and agony, 
both on the bench and in posting over the roads 
of England, doing the Royal bidding. 

Perhaps the Wapping mob that seized Jef- 
freys, as with shaven eyebrows and wearing 
sailor's clothes, he tried to escape from England 
with his money in sacks, on the fall of James 
II, were kinder to him than Nature would have 
been had he lived to a normal life-span.

Care of the Baby 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Recently I have received many letters from 
mothers asking various questions as to the care 
of the baby. Today’s article will answer those 


most commonly asked. 


FEEDING. All babies from infancy should 
usé some orange juice or tomato juice in addi- 
tion to milk. Begin with a few 
drops at each feeding and 
gradually increase. The breast 
fed baby usually gets along 
well as the milk seems to have 
some protective quality which 
keeps the baby from con- 
tagious diseases, provided the 
mother is in good health. If 
the mother is not in good 
health, or does not have 
enough milk, the baby should 
be given fresh cow’s milk 
supplemented with orange or tomato juice. He 
should be weighed once a week and at six 
months should weigh twice the weight at 
birth. The baby should be fed at four-hour 
intervals unless he is weak, when three hours 
is sometimes advisable, In addition to the milk, 
the baby should be given three drinks of cool 
water a day. The water should be boiled and 
then cooled and given through a clean nipple 
in a sterilized bottle. Constipation in breast-fed 
babies usually yields to orange juice or prune 
junce. Sometimes an infant suppository or a 
small enema may be given. If a laxative is 
needed, milk of magnesia is about the least 
harmful. In feeding by the bottle, always keep 
the milk on ice when not being used and seril- 
ize all bottles. 

DRESS. Keep the clothes simple and clean. 
Do not use common pins on baby clothes, and 
keep all open safety pins out of the baby’s 
reach. The baby should be kept comfortable 
but not too warm. Babies usually do not need 
as much covering as adults. It is generally bet- 
ter to have the clothes of the baby fastened 
on with tape rather than buttons. 

BATHS. Give baby a daily warm bath. On 
hot days add a cool sponge-off during the 
heat of the day. Short sunbaths should be given 
when the weather permits. 

SLEEP. From the first, the baby should be 
trained to sleep alone without requiring rock- 
ing, or walked the floor. The baby should sleep 
in a room with plenty of fresh air out of a 
draught. Do not use a pillow. A good sleep- 
ing position for the baby is on the abdomen. 

FRESH AIR. Babies thrive on fresh air, 
Keep the baby out of doors when the weather 
permits. However, turn the buggy so the sun 
does not glare in the baby’s eyes. Let the baby 
take his morning and afternoon naps outside if

possible, 

EXERCISE. Crying is a good exercise for 
young babies, The baby may also be placed 
on the bed after the bath and allowed to 


stretch and play, wearing the minimum of 
clothes. In the summertime he may play on a 
clean blanket on a warm floor, 

If you wish to secure a list of the clothing 
needed for the baby, write to me. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: From G. F. O. of Centralia, 
Wash.: “I, found my young baby sucking on 
matches and they did not seem to harm her. 


However, my neighbor has a small boy who 
ate several match heads and became sick. Will 
you tell me why they are poisonous to one child 
and, not to the other?” 

ANSWER: Matches differ greatly in their 
composition and the so-called Safety Match is 
tipped with potassium chlorate and antimony 
sulphide while other matches may be tipped 
with phosphorous mixed with potassium chlor- 
ate and sand. Phosphorous is a poisonous agent 
and any match tipped with it is not safe in the 
mouth of the young child; neither is it safe to 
allow the young child to suck on a safety match 
as poisoning may occur due to swallowing the 
antimony. The best rule to follow is to keep 
all matches away from young children as, while 
they may be harmless in some cases, they may 
cause distress in others. 

QUESTION: K. C. D., Napa, Calif., asks.: 
“Iam 31 years old and very much overweight. 
I wonder if this could be the cause of my spells 
where I become short of breath? My feet bother 
me greatly and if they are the least bit tired, I 
must rest them. My feet never hurt me at all 
when my weight was nearer normal.” 

ANSWER: Yes, your shortness of breath 
may quite possibly be due to overweight and 
also your foot trouble as these symptoms are 
commonly found in the overweight patient. I 
note that you have an additional question in 
your letter which cannot be answered through 
the newspaper, and I suggest that you write 
to me direct. -

DEBT “ADJUSTMENT” 

Editor Bulletin: In all the con- 
glomeration of speech that has 
issued from our provincial gov- 
ernment one would have to use 
algebraic equations to try and 
find one constructive thought or 
action and then the answer would 
be zero, 

The Brownlee administration 
has put much stress on the rela- 
tive merits of its famous Debt 


Adjustment board, but I fail to | 


see them. In reality this utterly 
useless and one-sided piece of 
legislation has made many people 
who formerly paid their debts 
realize that it was unnecessary 
for them to do so, and has beside 
made paupers of otherwise inde- 
pendent and respected persons. 

The following is an example: A 
farmer of some 80 years of age 
and suffering ill-health was forc- 
ed, because of his health, to leave 
the farm. He sold his land to 
another farmer on half crop pay- 
ments at five per cent. The pur- 
chaser kept his payments up for 
a short time, but ran up a con- 
siderable grocery bill and then 
the obvious thing happened, This 
man went under the Debt Adjust- 
ment board who, after extracting 
their charges, found nothing to 
divide among the creditors. 

The most inhuman part was 
that the old gentleman who own- 
ed the land was refused by the 
board his half of the crop which 
was his only income and, because 
he owned the Jand, he could not 
get old age pension or relief. 

What was he to do but starve 
unless he took the matter in his 
own hands, which he did. 

At threshing time he got some 
neighbors to help him and, go- 
ing out to the machine, hauled 
away his half of the grain and 
kept the money. He then noti- 
fied the board that they could 
like it or leave it. 

It might be’ added that the 
board could not do very much, 
which leads one to believe that if 


severely tried the Act would not 
| stand law. 

Not only does the Act force 
people such as the above to do 
unconventional things, but is as 
well a conspiracy against small 
businessmen, who, having  ac- 
counts outstanding cannot collect 
them because the debtor is pro- 
tected and there is no small debt 
legislation to force small collec- 
tions at reasonable cost. This 
forces the small business into 
bankruptcy. 

It might be added that an or- 
derly scaling down of all debt 
might be welcomed, but the pre- 
sent Act only postpones the real 
issue of payment which is bound 
to come and then it will be all 
the more difficult for the debtor, 
To pay as one goes is always the 
best policy.

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Governments Afraid 
To Save Lives 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Every health officer in Canada today is emphatic on 
the point that the present conditions of unemployment, 
undernourishment, and hopelessness of mental outlook are 
undermining the health and strength and morale of mil- 
lions of our people, whose only cry is a cry for opportunity. 


With this waste of human lives absolutely known—with 
the rate of loss of human.life and health increasing in pro- 
gressive ratio—governments and municipalities still make 
payment of interest and sinking fund a first charge on all 
revenues, and let the men, women and children suffer 
through hunger, want, helplessness and despair. 


The minimum of honest reform would be to budget for 
one-half the interest; postpone piling up of sinking funds; 
and use the balance of revenue thus made available in con- 
structive undertakings so as to furnish work, food and 


hope to the people. 


Not one government or municipality in Canada has 
the courage to embark on this highly necessary work of 
life-saving. They are all afraid: They will not cut dollar 
worship by even one-half in order to save human life. 
Even though every one of us knows this is absolutely true, 
we remain as communities, churches, lodges, unions, asso- 
ciations and political groups, passively quiet thereby giv- 
ing a silent vote in favor of the dollar and against the 


saving of human life. 


It is a case of being afraid to face the truth; afraid to 
break through tradition; and afraid to save life by impos- 
ing terms of compromise born of necessity. 


Maurice Maeterlinck gave the best admonition against 
this sort of fear which has ever been written outside of 


the New Testament saying: 


“We must beware of abandoning ourselves unreservedly 
to the prevailing truths of our time. A hundred years hence, 
many chapters of a book instinct today with this truth will 


appear as ancient as 
eighteenth century seem to us 


perfect and non-existent man.

“When it is impossible to know what the truth of a thing 
may be, it is well to accept the hypothesis that appeals the 
most urgently to the reason of men at’the period when we 
happen to have come into the world. The chances are that it 
will be false; but so long as we believe it to be true it will 
Serve a useful purpose by restoring our courage and stimulat- 
ing research in a new direction. Jt might at the first glance 
seem wiser perhaps, simply to say the profound truth which 
is that we do not know. But this truth could only be helpful 
were it written that we never shall know. In the meanwhile 
it would induce a state of stagnation within us more pernic- 
ious than the most vexatious illusions. We are $0 constituted 
that nothing takes us further or leads u®higher than the leaps 
made by our errors. In point of fact we owe the little we have 
learned to hypothesis that were always hazardous and often 


absurd, and, as a general rule less discreet than 


they are 


today. They were unwise perhaps, but they kept alive the 


ardour for research.” 


This beautiful, heart-stirring philosophy of Maurice 
Maeterlinck, impelling effort along lines indicated by the 
heart, instead of being firmly tied to the fears of the head, 
indicates the path along which Canada may quickly travel

This does not mean that the child 
cannot get happily or even boist- 
erously excited, But the excite- 
ment that too many tiny children 
are subjected to today, are movies, 
fast-moving cars, too much noise, 
and a general hurly burly that 
conditions them to a craving for 
the abnormal, or more adult ecx- 
periences. There are many “spoil- 
ed” children who whine continu- 
ally for such stimulus and who 
lose interest in more suitable play. 
The life of the pre-school child 
should be simple, active, compan- 
ionable and healthy. Health has a 


los to do with disposition. And 
here it must be mentioned that 
sickness induces a mother very 
naturally to “give in” and there 


fore find a spoiled child on her 
hands later 

A precocious or very smart child 
can be spoiled by exploiting him 
before others and accenting “self” 
until it becomes overconscious and 
demanding. It is repetition of ex- 
citing experience that spoils a child, 
Every child has the unusual hap. 
pen occasionally, Life can't go on 
even with little children without 
some breaks in routine, and joyous 
occasions marked with red letters, 
But when it is repeated too often 
and the expectancy set we inevit- 


ably have trouble.

Defending his administration of | 
provincial jails and inviting mem- 
bers of the legislature to visit them 
at any time of their own choosing | 
to see conditions for themselves, | 
Hon. O. L. McPherson, minister of | 
public works, in the legislature on | 
Wednesday, during discussion of 
his departmental estimates, express- 
ed his willingness to assist to the 
extent possible with inves- 
tigation of administration either by | 
a house committee or Royal Com- 
mission. 

Discussion of the jail situation | 
occupied the major portion of the 
Wednesday sitting of the house and 
precluded completion of ratifica- | 
tion of public works department es- 
timates, in which are included the 
appropriations for jails. 

Members on both sides of the 
house took part in the discussion, 
in the course of which criticisms 
of the administrations of the jails 
were advanced, suggestions for im- | 
provement made and explanations 
of workings adduced. | 

The Minister lashed out in coun- | 
ter-attack at what he alleged were 
“unwarranted, unfair and absolute- 
ly and positively untrue” statements | 

made regarding jail conditions by | 


former prisoners at a public meet- | 
jing held in this city on Monday 
| last. 


“I will welcome suggestions as to} 
how conditions in the jails can be} 
improved,” he said. 


FOOD CRITICISM

FAVORED PRISONERS 

Further, continued Mr. Gibbs, it 
Was contended that discrimination 
was shown at Fort Saskatchewan 
in that some prisoners were favored 
in being allowed to see visitors 
more frequently than others. It had 
been claimed also that flies had 
reached the pestilential stage in the 
dining room in the summer. 

“I wonder,” he said, “if a small 
committee could not be formed on 
which the Canadian Labor Defence 
League would have representation 
to visit the jails. Also I wonder if 
there would be an objection to hav- 
ing a couple of the men who spoke 
at the meeting on Monday coming 
before the agricultural committee. 
Having heard the jail wardens, I 
think it is only fair that we should 
hear some of the prisoners.” 


HEARD IN DEFENCE 

Rudolf Hennig, U.F.A., Colver 
Bar, said that as a private member 
who had visited the Fort Saskatche- 
wan jail, he felt he could give the 
house some useful information. He 
had visited the bakeshop and he 
had ,found the temperature about 
the same as in other shops of a 
similar kind. The two men work- 
ing there were not stripped to the 
waist as had been claimed by ex- 
prisoners at the meeting. He had 
also tasted the bread and found it 


more wholesome than some he had | 


eaten. 

Order had been preserved at the 
jail. Cleanliness of the jail was ap- 
parent on entering, while the beds 
in the dormitory were far cleaner 
than some he had slept in while 
working in a lumber camp as a 
young man. Reading material also 
was provided. Defending the cul- 
inary arrangements, Mr. Hennig 


knew of only one man who came 
out of the jail thinner than he went 
in. 

Little complaint had been voiced 
by prisoners against the ration of 
clothing. It was agreed that there 
must be discipline in the jail. He 
found the out-building, or hospital 
ward, as good as some rural hos- 
pitals. Much of the agitation now 
being caused was the result of for- 
mer prisoners feeling that they had 
a just grievance in having been 
sentenced at all. 

F. C. Moyer, Independent, Drum- 
heller, observed that prisoners in 
the jails were better off than prac- 
ticing barristers sitting in the seats 
provided in the Edmonton  court- 
house, with which, he recalled, he 
had had an unpleasant experience 
earlier in the day. 

Joseph M. Dechene, Liberal, St. | 
Paul, hoped that if word was 
spread about regarding the won- 
derful food and conditions at the 
jail, that too large a percentage of 
the rural Population would not be 
seeking admission thereto. 

Fred J. White, Labor leader, Cal- 
gary, reminded the house that 
things were not always “serene”} 
with the provincial jails over the| 
last 13 years. He thought the gov- 
ernment was apt to get out of 
touch with the needs of the people. 
He recalled being with the then 
new public works minister on his 
first official visit to the Lethbridge 
jail in 1921, when the minister was 
horrified at kitchen conditions and | 
ordered immediate changes. On} 
one or two subsequent occasions 
there had been changes in connec- 
tion with administration. 


VISITING COMMITTEE GONE 

“A few years ago we had a visit- 
ing committee for the jails,” he 
said, “But it was discontinued, I 
don't know why. But we must re- 
member that the prisoners are in 
the care of the state. 

“I rebel against the ‘black hole’ 
and contend that it should be elim- 
inated. We can get other methods 
far more humane in obtaining dis- 
cipline of those who become un- 
ruly. Because the jail is becom- 
ing a beauty spot, it is no justifi- 
cation for penalizing the prisoners 


in keeping them from receiving 
fresh air, We should treat the pri- 
soners as human beings. In all 


fairness to this house and to the 
institutions, I believe they should 
be open to inspection.” 

P. A. Miskew, Liberal, Victoria, 
agreed with most of what Mr. Hen- 
nig had said regarding cleanliness. 


ABOLISH “BLACK HOLE” 

“But I submit that we could well 
do away with the ‘black hole,’” he 
said. “We could dispense with it 
without ruining discipline. Other 


methods would be just as effec- 
ive.” 
Regarding the contention that 


the jail was developing as a beauty 
spot, he contended that it was an 
irony of fate to have such beauty 
and then paint the windows so it 
could not be seen. He raised ob- 
jection to the circular concrete 
walk upon which men _ awaiting 
trial were given exercise. He also 
thought first offenders should be 
separated from hardened criminals. 

Contention was made by Mr. Mis- 
kew that while magazines were ad- 
mitted to the dormitory, news- 
papers were refused by the warden. 
He did not wish to pass judgment 
on the food, Then ventilation was 
not as good as it should have been, 
he submitted, He noted an odor in 
the cells. 

Hon. Mr. McPherson here entered 
the arena to throw out his defence 
and then launched his counter- 
offensive against critics. 

“I am not antagonistic to anything 
that has been said on the floor of 
this house and I will take into ac-

Much of Speculative Ele-| 
ment Eliminated in New 


U.S. Regulations 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—A 
code to regulate United States grain 
exchanges and eliminate much of 
the element of speculation was ap- 
proved yesterday by President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Henry Wallace. 

Its main features, farm officials 
said, are aimed at speculators who 
buy and sell with no intention of 
processing or using the grain they 
acquire. The code is effective on 
March 31. 

Chester C. Davis, farm adminis- 
trator, said he believed the code 
would prevent in the future certain 
major abuses which weré apparent 
in grain tradings last July, when 
enforced liquidation of excessive 
speculation distorted prices. 


LIMITS SPECULATION 

It specifically prohibits trading 
in indemnities known as “bids,” 
“offers,” “puts,” and “calls,” which, 
Officials say, will prevent such 
forms of speculation as offering to 
buy grain at a future date if the 
price reaches the stated amount. 

Minimum daily price fluctuation 
limits were set at five cents a 
bushel for wheat, rye and barley; 
four cents for corn; three for oats, 
and 10 for flax. 

Similar limits were imposed by 
the grain futures administration 
after last summer's break in grain 
prices and subsequent closing of 
futures markets for several days. 


MARGIN BASIS ALTERED 

The basis of margin requirements 
was altered from a sliding scale to 
a straight 10 per cent on all open 
trades up to 2,000,000 bushels. On 
all holdings above that figure trad- 
ers will be required to put up 25 
per cent’ margin after Aug. 1. 

August 1 was fixed for beginning 
the 25 per cent regulation since it 
coincides with the start of the next 
marketing year and allowance of 
the intervening time will give 
traders an opportunity to fulfill 
| existing contracts, they added. 

Hedging and spreading trades 
will be exempted from the margin 
requirements jf proof is furnished 
that such operations are legitimate.

THE UNPLAYABLE LIE 


There is always one way to 
avoid playing a golf ball “as it 
lies.” It is a costly alternative, but 
in the game of golf, the rules do 
not as a rule provide for the easiest | 
way out of any situation, If a play- 
er does not like the lie of his ball 
he can always “deem it unplay-| 
able.” He is the sole judge in the 
matter and he may deem his ball 
unplayable anywhere, except, 
according to the rulings of the 
powers that be, in a water hazard 
or casual water. The penalty is 
stroke and distance, for this is an- 
other of “The Unholy Three” of 
golf. 

Provision is made in the rules for 
the player whose ball has gone on 
to a part of the course where it 
may be unplayable. If this is the 
case, he has the provisional ball at 
his command, He may, in order to 
save delay, at once play another 
ball provisionally as provided for 
in Rule 22, but if the first ball is 
neither lost nor deemed unplayable 
it continues in play without pen- 
alty. This provisional ball may 
only be played before the player 
or his partner goes forward to 
search for the ball which has been 
played with the previous stroke 

An amendment to the provisional 
ball rule now in effect states: The | 
player may continue to play with a) 
provisional ball until he reaches | 
the place where the previous ball 
is likely to be; in other words one! 
or more strokes. 

Since the same rule applies in 
the case of a lost ball, ball struck 
out of bounds and an unplayable 
ball, the three instances with their | 
stroke and distance penalty may 
well be called “The Unholy Three.” 

If the player has not played a 
provisional ball and goes forward 
to find his ball in an unplayable 
and he is the sole judge—there is 
only one course open to him. He 
must return to the spot from where 
that ball was played, drop a ball 
and play liis next stroke from there, 
adding a penalty stroke to his 
6core 

If the ball which is deemed ‘un- | 
Playable was played from the tee- 
ing ground the player must return | 
fo the teeing ground, tee and play 
his next ball adding a_ penalty 
stroke to his score. He will then 
have played his third stroke from 
the tee. 

If he played from anywhere else | 
on the course and on reaching his 
ball deems it unplayable he must 
return to the.place.from. which his 
ball was played. This rule is one 
which appears to cause difficulty to 
some players who, perhaps from 
laziness, object to walking back to 
drop a ball, However, there is the , 
rule and those who would play the 
Royal and Ancient game are given 
no option in the matter. 

Match play rules state: A ball 
must be played wherever it lies or | 
the hole be given up, except as 
otherwise provided for in the rules 
or local rules, 

The medal play rule permits lift- 
{ng a ball “from any place on the 
course” but if a player lifts under | 
this rule he must play a ball as 
provided in Rule 22—that is, ftom 
where the first ball was played, 
under penalty of stroke and dis- 
tance, or he may tee and play a 
ball under penalty of two strokes 
behind the place from which the | 
ball was lifted, or, if this be jm- | 
possible, from a point as near as 
Possible but not nearer the hole. 

So, if from choice or otherwise, | 
you “deem a baJl unplayable” there | 
is the procedure to follow. You | 
must go back to where that ball | 
was played to play the next stroke 
and, if you wish to play a provi- 
sional ball, thinking that your ball 
is likely to be either lost or une | 
playable, you must play it at once | 
before leaving the spot from which | 
the first ball was played. And the | 
penalty is stroke and distance.
